TEursday and yesterday, we have much pleasure in stating, 
he was much better, and although it appears that it will be long 
ere he will be able to resume his professional duties, his ultimate 
recovery is not doubtful. Mr. W.Smith, who is a clever comedian, 
will sustain the characters of glorious John until the convalescence 
of the latter. The death of Reeve would have been a irreparable 
loss to the Adelphi. 

Her Majesty has signified her intention of honoring the Musical 
Festival at Hereford with her special patronage next autumn. 

Robbery at theOpera House.—OnMonday, either on the stage, 
or in the orchestra of the concert room at the ItalianOperaHouse, 
Mr. Bochsa was robbed of a brown silk purse, containing a draft 
for£32,9s.6d. payable atMessrs.Child &Co’s, another for£12,88.6d. 
payable at Messrs. Coutts, a £10, and four £5 Bank of England 
notes, nine sovereigns andsome silver. A reward of ten guineas 
has been offered for its discovery. 

M. Durocher, who went to Capri to make searches (at his own 
eXpenee) for buried remains of ancient arts, has been rewarded 
by the discovery of a bust of Virgil, in marble, in perfect preser- 
vation, and exhibiting a most beautiful specimen of Roman sculp- 
ture. Its authenticity is verified by the name of the Roman 
poet being engraved at the bottom. It is said to beara most striking 
resemblance to the features of Talma, the celebrated French actor, 
when expressing the melancholy traits of Hamlet or Orestes. 

The Quottdienne of Monday last contains some bitter lamenta- 
tions onthe Drama in France, and lays the blame of so serious a 
natioual calamity to no less persons than the ministers of Louis 
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Phillippe. The paper in question says there are at this moment 
522 provincial actors out of place, beating the pavement of the 
French capital in search of an engagement and a dioner, and 
yet it appearsthat no less than 900,000, francs are annually con- 
tributed in different parts of the Kingdom to the support of 
the provincial Theatres, making with the 1,300,000 francs, which 
theParisian ‘Theatres receive, a sum of upwards of two millions of 
francs paid by the French people for the encouragement of the 
drama in addition to the money taken at the doors. Notwithstand- 
ing these advantages the Theatres of Metz, Strasburg, Toulouse, 
& Marseilles, are at this moment closed. InParis two newTheatres 
are about to be opened, but several of the old ones are considered 
in a state of bankruptcy, and theSalle Ventadour,built by govern- 
ment at an immense expence, is about to be pulled down and the 
materials sold,ao responsible person havingbeen found rash enough 
to become lessee. Yot the taste for theatricals seems by no means 
on the decline among theParisians, for from the official returns of 
the Theatres, it appzars that the receir ts at the doors of the differ- 
ent Theatres of Paris average six million francs per annum. ‘T'wo 
new Comedies are in rehearsal at the Theatre Frangais, La Dou- 
ble Lecon, and Le Chateau de ma Niece.
